AMERICA GIVES 
RECOGNITION TO 
POLE REPUBLIC 


Lansing Sends Word 
to Paderewski as 
President. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—Recogni- 
tion of the provisional government of 
Poland has been accorded by the 
American government, officials of the 
state department said today in making 
public a message which Secretary 
Lansing at Paris has sent by direction 
of President Wilson to Ignace Jan 
Paderewski, the new Polish premier. 

Mr. Lansing congratulated Mr. Pad- 
erewski upon becoming head of the 
Polish government and said the United 
States would be glad to enter inte rela- 
tions with the new Polish state as soon 
as possible. 
Message from Wilson. 

“The president of the United States.” 
the message says, “directs me to extend 
to you as fore! inister and secre- 
tary of foreign rs of the pro- 
visional Polish government its sincere 
wishes for your success’ in the high 
office which you have assumed. and 
his earnest hope that the government 
of which you are a part. will bring 
prosperity to the republic of Poland. 

“It is my privilege to extend tu you 
at this time my personal greetings 
and officially to assure you that it will 
be a source of gratification to enter 
into official relations with you at the 
earliest opportunity to render to your 
country such aid as is possible at this 
time as it enters upom a new cycle of 
independent life, which will be in due 
accord with that spirit of friendliness 
which has in the past animated the 
American people in their relations with 
your countrymen.” 

Poles Send Thanks. 

The National Polish department 
America tonight sent a message o 
thanks to President Wilson and issued 
a statement saying that his “recogni- 
tion of the Polish government under 
the premiership of Paderewski, is an 
act fully consonant with the high 
ideals with which America entered the 
war ahd with the ideals which have 
accentuated the president from the 
beginning.”

MURDER TALE 
WEIRD 
PLOT ENTERS 


Crutches, Women, 
and ex-Convict Are 
Mixed in Romance. 


After setting the Chicago police de- 


hours with his “confession” tha‘: he 
killed Miss Josephine McDonald, James 
R. Monroe last night declared his whole 
story was a hoax. % 


In an entirely new tale which car- 
rjed with it the same wealth of names, 
dates, and details that characterized his 
remarkable “confession” story, Mon- 
roe said he had served two terms in 
penitentiaries for criminal] assault, that 
he did time for deserting from the 
United States army several years ago, 
that he deserted again recently from 
the American war forces, and that he 
is now wanted for the larceny of $100 
from an East St. Louis barber. 

Monroe’s latest story was told after 
hours of grilling on his “confession” 


His break came First Assistant 
State’s Attorney hael Sullivan, As- 
sistant State’s Attorney James O’Brien, 
Chief of Detectives James L. Mooney, 
Police Lieuts. Michael Hughes, and 
John: Norton, and a dozen detective 
sergeants had questioned him closely 
about every detail of the killing of Miss 
McDonald. 
“Confession” a Masterpiece. 

Monroe sat through the long siege, 
which began immediately after his ar- 
rival in the city from Rock Island, 
where he made his preliminary confes- 
sion, without the least apparent em- 
barrassment. He gave names and 
dates of persons that he later admit. 
ted were fictitious without the batting 
of an eye. He smoked cigaret after 
cigaret during his original recital, but 
betrayed not the slightest sign of nerv- 
ousness. 

Only two phases of his story of his 
trip to Chicago and the killing lacked 
the convincing tauches of the rest of 
his narrative. He could not explain 
satisfactorily how his “‘Dodge limou- 
sine” was brought to Chicago by an 
absolute stranger and he was weak in 
his description of the midnight sale 
scene which he set in Elgin. 


Trapped by Sullivan. 

It was Mr. Sullivan who wrecked the 
confession story on the shoals of facts. 
Mr. Sullivan left the examination room 
for a minute and held a hurried con- 
versation with Chief Mooney and 
Lieut. Norton. He came back and shot 
this question at Monroe: 

“Do you know Mrs. William R. 
Hicks of 2319 West Adams street?” 

Monroe looked long at his question- 
er. After more than a minute of ai- 
lence Mr. Sullivan said: 

“Now, come on, Monroe, tell wus 
about this. Do you know that woman?” 
“Yes, sir; I do,” he replied slowly. 

“Did you wear crutches in her room- 
ing house?” 

“Yes, I did.” 

“Do you know a one armed man 
named James Gordon?” 


“ Why, yes.”

“Now,” said Mr. Sullivan, “is the 
story you have been telling about kill. 
ing Miss McDonald with an automo. 
bile absolutely true?” 

“It can't be,” the man replied, and 
slumped in his chair. “It can't be. I 
imagine things.” 

Now the New Story. 

Then, declaring he would tell the 
whole story of his life and tell it truly, 
the man started his new recital.

Embargo'by 
Great Britain 
on Imports 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Spe- 
Clal.]—-British import restrictions, cov- 
ering many new commodities, will go 
into effect after March 1, according 
to announcement made by the Amer- 
ican war trade baard tonight, follow- 


jing notification from the consul gen- 


eral at London. Thereafter exporters 
of specified commodities can ship to 
Great Britain only under a special im. 
port license. | 

The war trade board tonight made 
this comment on the action of the 
British government: 

“The reasons for such action are 
not hard to understand, ner do they 
require anything in the nature of 
justification. For over four years Great 
Britain has been subject to the shock 
and strain of a war, which not only 
required the sacrifice of life and in- 
vense human energy, but algo necessi- 
tated the most stringent economic re- 
adjustment and the sacrifice of private 
business. It is not strange, therefore. 
that Great Britain should today wish 
to make every legitimate effort to keep 
her commercial and ecunomic status 
from falling into chaos.” 

‘Barred After March 1.

1 without special licenses include ma- 
chine tools and machinery for work- 
ing in beth metal and wood, stoves,

Dominions Make 
Loud Protests 


LONDON, Thursday, Jan. 30.—[By 
the Associatei Pregs.}--The British 
imperial war cabinet has acceptei 
President Wilson's theory of interna- 
tionalization as applied to the cap- 
tured German colonies, notwithstand- 
ing energetic protests from the rep- 
resentatives of the dominions, says the 
Daily Mail's Paris correspondent. 

“These protests,” the correspondent 
says, “ have been of the gravest char- 
acter. The South African representa- 
tives believe acceptance will give the 
greatest encouragement to the rebel els- 
ment in South Africa, which it never 
has received during British administra- 
tion. The Australian delegates fear 
that Australian public opinion wil) re- 
gard it as extremely unsatisfactory and 
inexplicable. The dominion repre- 
sentatives generally, though reticent, 
are greatly perturbed.”

CECIL PRAISES 
MONROE DOCTRINE 
AS LEAGUE AID 


ONDON, Jan. 29.—[British Wire- 
less Service.]—-Lord Robert Cecil, 
the British authority on a league 
of nations, praised the Monroe 

doctrine in an interview today regard- 
ing the interest of neutral countries, 
especially Latin America, in a league | 
of nations. | 

“ Neutra! countries cannot, of course, 
take part in deliberations directly con- 
cerning war problems,” he said, “ but 
eo far as a league of nations is con- 
cerned, if neutral countries prepare a 
practical plan for submission to the 
conference the representatives of the 
great powers will be glad to consider 
it, although it must be a plan contain- 
ing concrete issues and not theoretical 


“The Monroe doctrine has given sat- 


tify its further application as a model 
The league of nations 


themselves as the mandatories for the 
execution of its principles regarding 
territorial integrity so far as these 
principles affect American countries. 
In this manner the United States and 
the Latin American republics could act 
in conformity with their policy already 
established.” 

Lord Robert added that if the Euro- 
pean action were excluded in the 
American continent the occasion might 
arise when an American nation might 
unjustly damage the European inter- 
ests. To avoid this it would be ad- 


tion be formed by the American coun- 
tries themselves to consider and decide 
the sanctions applicable in each case. 
Latin Americans Unite, 

PARIS, Jan. 28.—[Delayed.]—The 
delegates of the South and Central 
American nations to the peace con- 
ference decided at a meeting held yes- 
terday to create a commission to safe 
guard the interests of all these na- 
tions before the conference, with dele- 
gates especially assigned to look after 
various subjects. Thus, Brazil will 
voice the feeling of the Central and 
South American nations as regards the

“Capital,” he said, “is worthless 
without labor; labor cannot exist with- 
out capital. When the views of both 
reach a fair common ground all trou- 
bles will end. 

“ There will be strife unless we get 
together and meet these problems fair- 
ly, safely, and honestly. If we do 
that it will make for peace for man- 
kind,” 

Mr. Walker added that the average 
worker feels entitled today more than 
ever to a voice in his or her invested 
iabors, 

“There will be no danger of bolshe- 
vism here,” he added, “if the average 
man and woman is given opportunity 
to understand and appreciate condi- 
tions properly.” 

“If you do this bolshevism will get 
a short shift here,” he declared.

JAPAN AND THE U. S. A. IN ASIA. 

Japan's position in the far east is analogous to 
that of the United States in the west. The west- 
ern hemisphere is the sphere of the United States. 
Asia is the sphere of Japan. National necessity, 
the necessity of well being, security, and develop- 
ment, demands that the United States retain con- 
trol of affairs in the west. Necessity demands that 
the Japanese dominate their sphere in Asia. 

The Japanese have not nearly so well asserted 
their Monroe doctrine in Asia as we have asserted 
our Monroe doctrine in the ‘west. Because they 
could not so well assert it they had to fight a long 
and dangerous war with Russia. 

They have had Russians on their flank, Ger- 
mans, French, English, Dutch, and Americans. 
We put the French out of Mexico, have kept the 
English out and the Japanese out, but the Jap- 
anese have not been able to keep Europeans out of 
China, which has been Japan’s Mexico. 

They fought Russia to put Russia out and suc- 
eceded. They took advantage of the war to put 


.Germany out and they succeeded. They took the; 


Chinese possessions of the Germans and the Pa- 
cifie islands of the Germans. They have been 
clearing their frontier of dangerous European 
neighbors by painful processes, by war. 

We have kept our frontiers fairly well cleared 
without much fighting. The French went into 
They 
got out of Mexico after we were clear of the civil 
war but had the army which the war had pro- 


duced and trained. 


Now Japan finds that the disposition of the land 


it took from Germany is a matter of concern in 
the peace conference. 
Great Britain and Japan, designed to serve the 
purposes of both Japan and the British domin- 
ions, gives German islands south of the equator 


A secret treaty between 


to Australia and German islands north to Japan. 

The German islands north, some of them, lie 
between the Philippines and Hawaii. They are 
along the trade routes by which the United States 
communicates with the far east, with its own pos- 
sessions in the Philippines.. 

If Japan retains these islands there 1s a possible 
menace to our line of communications. The Ger- 
mans had the Marshall and Caroline islands. It 
may be dangerous to American eastern interests 


to have Japan in these islands, using them as 


bases of operation. may be more dangerous to 
try to deny Japan things required by her national 
security. 

That may produce an explosion. The mere fact 
that Jarin needs a thing and asks for a thing is 
not a reason for American opposition. We should 
feel far from happy if the condition in American 
waters were what it has been in Asiatic waters, 
with great European powers taking naval bases, 
ports, and great flelds of operation close by us. 

If the Caribbean islands were in the hands of 
Europeans and if Mexico and Central America were 
being partitioned and developed by foreign powers 
we should feel that a condition inimical to Ameri- 
can security existed. 

The Japanese feel the same way regarding 
Asiatic conditions and they will fight to get rid 
of the danger. They have done so twice. They 
will fight any other nation which threatens them 
or has possessions essential to their security—as 
soon as they are confident that they can fight suc- 
cessfully, as soon as opportunity delivers that 
other nation to them. 

We want a fair deal in Asia. Our diplomacy 
has worked for a fair deal for China because a fair 
deal for China was a fair deal for the United States. 
But Japan also must have a fair deal or 
will be trouble.

WIRE SERVICE THE ESSENTIAL. 


We hope that congress will not lose Sight of the 
fact, in its discussions of the telegraph lines, that 
chiefly important is service to the public. 

It may be important that the lines be turned 
back to the owners on next Dec. 29, or that they 
be kept by the government for two years more. 
It may be determined that government control or 
government ownership for all time is the necessary 
legislation. But none of these things is worth a 
whoop if the interests of the people suffer by 
reason of confused rates and inadequate service. 

There are many instances of persons arriving 
at a given destination in advance of a telegram 
announcing this very occasion. The people are not 
anxious to pay for this kind of service. Telegraph 
offices have lost, in some instances, the keen 
whetted instinct for business that once distin- 
guished the competitive system. Autocratic control 
of telegraph may mean a lot of things that need 
not be enumerated here. : 

We do not suggest that there have not been 
some betterments introduced by the government. 
Nor do we believe that private control was utterly 
devoid of unpleasantness. In respect of service 
the wires are related to the railroads. We urge 
that, whatever the course of the future operation

EUROPE HUNGRY FOR U.S. HCG | 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 
{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.]

PARIS, Jan. 29.—Sit tight and keep the great 
American hog alive is all the farmers of the great 
pork production regions of the United States need 
do, for Europe’s demand is greater than America’s 
present supply, plus the normal surplusage. 

At present, between the armistice and the final 
peace settlement, affairs are in a peculiar stage. 
The machine now is suddenly reversed and the 
farmers who did great war work by redoubling 
their activities and increasing the supply of food- 
s.uffs now face a temporary slump. 

Europe’s demand for fats will undoubtdely equal 
if not exceed the supply. Inside information from 
diplomats and the food supply experts of Europe, 
says an impartial observer, lead to the conclusion 
that within a short period Europe's consumption of 
pork products not only will greatly exceed Amer- 
ica’s normal surplus for export, but be large enough 
to absorb the stocks already accumulated, which 
at the end of December amounted roughly to about 
$00,000,000 pounds. 7 

The supreme war council has to purchase for 
Germany 150,000,000 pounds of pork a month, 

The supreme food supply council has recom. 
mended to all governments that all import restric- 
tions upon neutrals be removed. When this is 
adopted the consumption of pork products by neu- 
trals is expected to increase at once to about 560.,- 
000,000 pounds a morith. 

British consumption is about 80,900,000 pounds 
a month, French 659,000,000 pounds a month. 
Italian 40,000,000, Belgian 30,000,000, and the relief 
work under Herbert Hoover in the liberated areas 
will amount to about 40,000,000 pounds a month. 

The British have enough,fats on hand to last 
about six weeks or two months at the most. The 
French have supplies of fats for about six weeks. 
This rate of consumption is generally regarded as 
likely to go on until September, at least, when Eu-

PYORRHOEA. 

EPLYING to a request to discuss 
receding gums, their cause, treat- 
ment and relation to pyorrhoea, I 
may say that pyorrhoet alveolaris 
cannot be completely covered in an arti- 
cle of 500 words. It was formerly known 
as Riggs’ disease, which means that it 
was known long before it was under 
stood. If this were the only reason for 
changing the name, however, we would 

still be calling it Riggs’ disease. 

Children lose their teeth because of de 
Cay. Adults lose theirs because of pyor- 
‘rhoea. Ask the next person you meet 
whom you know to be wearing a plate 
how he lost his teeth. The chance is 
that he will answer—pyorrheea. 

There is no connection between pyor- 
rhoea and decay, for the former is just 
as liable to cause the loss of a good tooth 
as of a decayed one—in fact a little more 
80. 


It is a disease of the gums. It gener- 
ally starts around some one tooth and 
‘remains local for a considerable time. It 
‘usually spreads from the starting point 
to the gums around other teeth, but not 
by continguity of gums—for instance, 
| having started around a lower second 
/molar on the left side, instead of next 
/appearing in the adjacent first molar, as 
likely as not it will next manifest itself 
‘in a canine on the upper right side. 

Primarily, it is not a suppurative pro- 
cess. But suppuration of the infected 
gums is a prominent symptom in a well 
developed case of pyorrhoea. The start- 
ing point is not tartar on the teeth or 
deposits on the roots below the gum mar- 
igin. But Im a well developed case of 
_pyorrhoea such deposits are much in evi- 
dence and no case of pyorrhoea can be 
cured without cleaning of the teeth and 
their roéts as an early stage in treat- 
ment. 


Looseness of the teeth is a prominent 
symptom. In some cases it is an early 
symptom. I have in mind now a woman 
with even, clean, well kept teeth who 
had her mouth gone over in the Autumn, 
according to her habit, without having 
any evidence of pyorrhoea, yet who found 
a tooth ‘loose enough to drop out” two 
months later. 

Pyorrhoea was important enough when 
we knew of no harm resulting from it 
except.the loss of sound teeth. Now we

AUTOMOBILE GAS POISON. 

R. W. L. writes: “ What stuff we have 
to breathe tin Chicago! Soft coal smoke 
and soot is bad enough, but what is 
your opinion of the poisonous gases from 
thousands of auto engines in the con- 
gested areas? I read in @ scientific ar- 
ticle that carbon monoxide, a deadly 
poisonous gas, is present in the exhaust 
of gasoline engines and that a very 
emall fraction of 1 per cent of this stuff 
in the air is sufficient to cause gerious 
personal injury. On some of the still 
and sultry days of past weeka, when 
the smoke cloud settled on the city like 
a pall, darkening the sun, and millions of 
cubic feet of exhaust gases were poured 
into the mixture, was it not a serious 
menace to the health of the people, to the 
tens of thousands in the loop district 
who must all day inhale this poisonous 
combination? 

“It gives me a dull headache to go 
dowtown by auto on Michigan avenue 
in rush hours in a double procession of 
cars all pouring out poison vapor. In 
the loop district the poisonous stuff fills 
the streets and penetrates into the stores 
and offices, especially those on the lower 
levels, where the bulk of our business 
population have to take it In. 

“The menace, if such it is, is increas- 
ing year by year. Please let us have 


your professtonal opinion upon the situa- | 
tion and also any suggestions by way of 


relief. Or can the emission of poison 
into the air we breathe be prevented or 
controlled—by legislation or mechanical 
device?” 

REPLY. 

Air conditions this winter are the worst in 
the history of the city. How much this has 
to do with the great prevalence of respiratory 
disorders no one can tell. The danger of 
being overcome by unconsumed gasoline and 
by carbon monoxide in imperfectly burned 
gasoline is considerable, provided the gases 
are in an enclosed space. In a jammed boule- 
vard on a still day I am eure the air becomes 
impregnated enough to be harmful. Where 
the space is more open still less harm is done, 
These statements refer to immediate harm. 
We have no way of valuating the subtle 
harm done by small doses long continued,

Following his attack the 
house struck from the urgent defl- 
ciency bill an item of $4,300,000 for the 
bureau of engineering of the navy, part 
of which was intended for use in pay- 
ment for wireless sy8tems taken over 
by the government. .. 

Regardless of this action, it was said 
} by Representative Sherley, chairman 
of the appropriations committee, that 
Secretary Daniels could complete the 
purchase from other lump sum appro- 
priations finless congress specifically 


prohibited it. 
Says Daniels Defied Congress. 


After explaining that congress had 
never authorized the secretary of the 
navy to purchase the wiréless systems, 
Mr. Mann said: 

“ Utterly regardless of law, in viola 
tion of the law, for which he ought to 
be impeached and removed from office 


be—Secretary Daniels has spent money 
for the purchase of radio systems and 
has agreed to spend $1,500,000 for the 
purchase of another system. 

““ He came before this congress and 
asked authority to make these pur- 
chases, and was refused the authority. 
If he had the authority, he did not need 
to ask congress for it, and the failure 
of congress to legislate on the subject 
is a refusal of authority.”

The high coét of living has dropped 
another notch. Yesterday's history in 
the wholesale market follows: 

Butter prices dropped 3 cents a 
pound -here, making the price 45 
cents, a total drop of 24 cents from 
the recent peak. 

Eggs were weaker, with fair de- 
mand at 49 to 49% cents a dozen 
for fresh firsts. 

Potatoes were 5 to 10 cents a 
hundred pounds lower, with fair 
trade. 

In New York the butter market was 
panicky, with sales at 45 centsa pound. 
or 4% cents lower. Boston recorded 
prices 4% cents lower. At Philadelphia 
butter sold at 3% to 4 cents a pound 
under the previous day. At ali prin- 
cipal points storage stocks were report. 
ed increasing. 

Storage stocks of eggs have prac. 
tically run out, but arrivais of fresh 
eggs increased. The only upturn in 
yesterday's markets was in live fowls, 
ol4 roosters breaking the genera! de 
cline by advancing % cent a pound. 
The fruit trade was fair, with an easier 
market, particularly in grapefruit. 

From the west came similar reports. 
At Denver wholesale butter prices 
dropped 2% cents, a total of 5 cents 
in two days, making the retail price 


b2% to 65 cents. Eggs, after a 10 cent 


drop on Tuesday, were steady, the best 
eggs retailing at 55 to 60 cents. Salt 
Lake reported a butter drop of 15 cents

We had been introduced, in a 
dive known to the neighborhood as 
Mike Dowd’s Sink, to an abandoned 
wreck of a man portrayed with those 
vivid touches of color which that fine 
old actor, Tim Murphy, knows how to 
project so unerringly. We had been 
duly amazed to discover in him fleet- 
ing reminders of a distinguished past 
and to learn, in time, that in his day 
he had been a master among construc- 
tion engineers. 

By the time the wastrel’s regenera- 
tion had started under the guidance 
of a youthful disciple of his early 
works, with the younger man’s affairs 
complicated by love for drink and his 
protégé’s daughter, we began to get in- 
terested in what seemed a promising 
situation. 

And then, abruptly the play some- 
how abandoned all restraint, became 
talky and diffuse and went to pieces. 
Precisely how Edith Ellis, a playwright 
of experience, permitted this to hap- 
pen I cannot quite make out, but un- 
questionably it happened.
